The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hewson in view of Picard. 

Hewson shows a workpiece positioner having first and second arms (41-left,41- 
right) with longitudinal first and second axes, a workpiece mounting head (47-right), and 
brakes (21 ,22-left, 21 ,22-right) associated with the first and second arms. The brakes 
are released so as to permit rotation of the arms to a desired rotational position. The 
brakes are capable of functioning in the manner and sequence recited in the claims as 
such functioning is within the range of adjustability and lockability of the arms and 
brakes. Thereafter the brakes are operated to hold the arms in the desired rotational 
position. 

Picard shows that a counterbalance may be attached to a workpiece positioning 

arm. 

To include a step of counterbalancing a workpiece positioning arm in Hewson 
would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made in 
view of the disclosure of Picard. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to do this in order to counterbalance the weight of the workpiece being held 
and therefor reduce stress induced by a weight imbalance. 
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Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hewson 
in view of Picard supra and further in view of Smith. 

Smith teaches the use of a brake actuation system utilizing pneumatic means. 
To actuate the brake system supra by means of pneumatic means would have been 
obvious for one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made in view of the 
disclosure of Smith. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to do 
this in order to reduce manual effort in actuating the brakes. 

Claims 3-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 5-8 are allowed. 

Applicant's remarks have been carefully considered. The examiner does not 
concur with applicant that Hewson lacks a brake actuator assembly. Hewson has 
brakes and the brakes are actuated to make them function. Applicant states that there 
is no motivation to combine the references. The rejection of record clearly sets forth a 
motivation statement which applicant has failed to directly rebut. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
